DEATH ROLL

1,800

nearly 1,800, a United Presa survey 
revealed to-day. 

Arab losses alone included more 
than. 1,500 killed in elashes with 
British troops or_at the hands of 
Arab terrorists. Nearly 200 Jews 
were Idiled and over 500 wounded.

The financial cost of the revolt to 
the Arabs Js estimated at £1,000,000 
including damage to houses blown 
up by British troops as " re- 
prisils against terrorism.

They have given proof of 
this by their gifts of moncy and 
materla] to the nation. 

In these different circumstances 
they have come to ally themselves 
In the ‘campaign in which the 
Chinese newspapers ere crying for 
help. 

I have requested permission to 
enroll in the Sanitary Service of the 
Army or else with the Chinese Red 
Cross. My certificates and my re- 
cord of ‘service allowed me to be 
sure that my services would be ac- 
copted. 

During two months’ of travel be- 
tween Canton and Hankow, I re- 
pentedly sought the proper authori- 
tles who would cenroil me without 
any gratuitics being Involved. I 
ask you, Mr, Editor, where is the 
proper approach for those who wish 
to volunteer in the Sanitary Service 
of the Chinese Army or with the 
Chinese Red Cross? 

I am willing to work [ree for 
wounded Chinese soldiers, even in 
the trenches at my own cisk. 

My applications thus far 
been fruitless.

HISTORY OF TEA 


Slr—I rend with much interest 
Mr. T. Paul Gregory's excellent or- 
ticle on the ‘Romance of China Tea" 
tn Saturday's issue of your papcr. 

There are, however, one or two 
points on which Mr. Gregory is not 
quite accurate. Although the dis- 
honest practices of Chinese exporters 
might have been responsible to some 
extent, the great decline «of the 
China ten tndustry was primarily 
due to the expansion of the planta- 
tlon industry in India and Celyon. 

As Mr. Gregory Is no doubt aware, 
tea is not indigenous to China. The 
home of tca is Assam, India. This 
is how it was taken to China: In the 
days when Buddhism held sway in 
India, missionaries used to travel 
across the Himalayas inte Tibet and 
the Western and South-Western pro- 
vinees of China, These long, weary 
journeys were done mostly on foot. 
An ascetic monk named Botchihar- 
ma, making the journcy from Cen- 
tral India, found himself very thirs- 
ty and tired in the plains of Assam, 
So, quite by accident, he picked 
some leaves from a nearby bush and 
began chewing them. Quickly he 
felt much revived. “Ah! This is an 
excellent plant,” thought Botchi- 
harma, “I must take some of these 
seeds to China.” 

The Chinese were very pleased 
with Botchiharma. “A man who 
could give us such a gift must in- 
deed be preaching an excellent re 
ligion,” -they agreed. And so Bot- 
chtharmua's preaching flourished 
quite as well as the tea plant in 
China, 

It was China, however, which gave 
tea to the world. Whether Botchi- 
harma ever got back to India and 
extolled the virtues of the tea plant 
history does not tell us, but we know 
that China made the ‘best use of it. 

Later British settlers in India dis- 
covered the plant In Assam and be- 
gan cultivating it. As the industry 
developed in India so did the imports 
of China tea in England decline. Al- 
though, even to-day, certain brands 
of Chinese tea are unrivalled, and 
ennnet be bought at any price, most

The Chinese green teas were never 
very popular {n Britaln) ond the 
Chincse would persist. in their 
primitive methods of manufacture 
whereas the most up-to-date 
methods were being employed 
An Indin and Ceylon. The ‘at- 
tltude of the British public to the 
Chinese teas when Indian black teas 
began to arrive on the market fs 
fairly accurately described by ‘Mr. 
Thomas Ingoldsby” (the Rev. 
Richard Harris Barham) the famous 
A9th century humorist when he says: 

“Neither having the nerves of a 
bull or ao bison. 

And hating pure greens like what 
some call pison!” 

in later years, Chinese tea re- 
ceived an additional severe blow 
by the introduction of Empire pre- 
ference schemes in practically all 
British colonics and dominions.

CENSORSHIP? 


Krom time to time in the past 
criticism has been levelled 
against Hongkong’s cinema cen- 
sors for one thing and another. 
But never before, so far as ‘the 
public is aware, has there been 
an instance of such apparently 
unreasonable prevention of the 
showing of a picture in this 
Colony as in the recent case of 
the March of Time's.

On This Invention — 


URING the next two 
months the road- 
using population of 
the British Isles may. be 
expected to increase at the 
approximate average rate 
of sixty thousand weekly. ._ 

By the end of Junc there will 
be, nt a conservative estimate, 
some half million people who 
will be tasting the freedom of 
the roads for the first time. 
Divided and classified, they will 
swell the ranks» of cyclists to 
certainly not less than ten and 
a half millions and of motorists 
to over 1,800,000. 

Look in both groups for 4 
common denominator and you 
may be exercised to find one; 
probably it will be only the tyres 
they ride. But study that single 
factor and you will get some in- 
teresting results. 

It would not seem untrue to 
say that the invention of the 
pneumatic tyre, which this year 
celebrates its jubilee, brought 
into existence an entirely new 
form of social organisation, Yet, 
in fact, the principle of | the 
modern tyre had been evolved, 
not in 1888, but 43 years carlier. 
The misfortune of the first in- 
ventor, a Scotsman named Thom- 
son, was that he had the right 
idea at the wrong moment, 
Dunlop's luck that he introduced 
it (not knowing of the pre- 
invention) when the world was 
waiting for it. 

The Victorian industrial ex- 
pansion, with its call for the 
maximum transport mobility; 
the growth of interest in coun- 
try travel, in itself a product 
of (though at the same time a 
reaction from)  industrialism; 
and the development of the first 
of the new road vehicles, the 
bicycle—these were the condi- 
tions, almost more than the 
man, which produced the modern 
tyre; which make 1888 so im- 
portant a milestone in the history 
of daily affairs, 


* 


THE first result of the 
invention was to lift 
up cycling from the realm of 
an interesting but arduous pas- 
time to that of a national neces- 
sity; its second, and easily the 
more significant, was to whip up 
life to a tempo which has ever 
since gained pace. 

There is historical irony in 
the fact that whereas the in- 
ventor’s sole intention was to 
utilise increased resilience to 
give the world a greater degree 
of comfort, the world’s imme- 
diate reaction was to use it for 
speed. ; 

On race track and road the 
new tyre swept the old aside. 

Speed . . . the world loved it, 
went crazy for it. Of all the 
fantastic industrial and financial 
booms, few have paralleled that 
which attended the cycling craze 
in the nineties. 

In a year the membership of 
the Cyclists’ Touring Club 
swung up from 16,000 to 34,- 
000; in five yenrs to. 60,000.

MORE subtle in another 
efféct, the application 
of the new tyre, with its enor- 
mous facilitation of the éxercise 
of cycling, closed an era for 
English women. On_ bicycles 
they rode through the gate to 
emancipation, \ 

” In 1887, a year before the in- 
vention of the pneumatic, when 
Albone, a famous bicycle maker 
of the period, designed 2 machine 
for women, he could only get 
a model to pose on it for illuatra- 
tion by promising that her fea- 
tures would be completely altered- 
in reproduction, so: that her 
reputation might be saved.

The Japanese yesterday gave their first evidence of 
serious concern,'at the Yellow River floods, admitting 
that there had been certain Josses of Japanese units 
overwhelmed by the raging sand-laden waters of the 
river. ;

HISTORY OF TEA 


Sir,—1 read with much Interest 
Mr, T. Paul Gregory's excellent ar- 
tele on the “Romance of China Tea” 
In Saturday's Issue of your paper. 

There are, however, one or two 
points on which Mr, Gregory js not 
quite accurate, Although the dis- 
honest practices of Chinese exporters 
might have been responsible to some 
extent, the rent decline «of the 
China tea industry was primarily 
due to the expansion of the planta- 
tlon industry in India and Celyon. 

Ag Mr, Gregory is no doubt aware, 
ten is not indigenous to Chinn, The 
home of tea is Assam, India, This 
is how it was taken to China: In the 
days when Buddhism held sway in 
India, missionarics used to travel 
across the Himalayas into Tibet and 
the Western and South-Western, pro- 
vinees of China, These long, weary 
journeys were donc mostly on foot. 
‘An ascetle monic named Botchihar- 
ma, making the journcy from Cen- 
tral India, found himself very thirs- 
ty and tired In the plains of Assam. 
So, quite by uccident, he picked 
some leaves from a nearby bush und 
began chewing them. Quickly he 
felt much revived. “Ah! This is an 
excellent plant,” thought Botchi- 
harma, "I must take some of these 
sceds to China,” 

The Chinese were very pleased 
with Botchiharma, “A man who 
could yive us such a gift must in- 
deed be prenching an excellent re- 
igion,” they agrecd. And so Bot- 
chiharma’s preaching flourished 
quite as well as the tea plant in 
China. 

It was China, however, which gave 
ten to the world. Whether Botchi- 
hnurma ever got back to India and 
extolled the virtues of the tea plant 
history does not tell us, but we know 
that China made the best use of It. 

Later British settlers in India dis- 
covered the plant in Assam and be- 
gon cultivating it. As the industry 
developed in Indin so did the imports 
ot China tea in England decline. Al- 
though, even to-day, certain brands 
of Chinese ‘tea are unrivalled, and 
cnnnot be bought at any price, most 
of the world’s quailty teas are manu- 
factured In Ceylon where the indus- 
try was developed in the latter part 
of the Inst century following a sreat 
pest which wiped out coffee ingus- 
try with the toss of millions of 
pounds sterling to British Investors, 

I om_ open to correction, but T 
don't think Mr. Gregory is right 
when he speaks of Japan os n great 
exporter of tea. He probably means 
Java, Japan does not produce very 
much ‘more than her own domestic 
requirements, but vast quantities are 
grown and manufactured in Java 
and other parts of the Netherlands 
Indles, mostly for export. 

The Chinese green teas were never 
very popular in: Britain -and the 
Chinese would persist in their 
primitive methods of manufacture 
wherens the most up-to-date, 
methods were being employed 
fn India ond Ceylon, The at- 
titude of the British public to the 
Chinese tens when Indian black teas 
began to arrive on the morket is 
fairly accurately deseribed by “Mr. 
Thomas — Ingoldsby"’ (the Rev. 
Richard Harris Barham) the famous 
Oth century humorist when he says: 
‘ “Neither having’ the nerves of a 
‘bull or #1 bison. 

And hating pure greens Ike what 
some cull pison!” 

In loter yeors, Chinese tea re- 
eelved an ndditional. severe blow 
by the introduction of Empire pre- 
ference schemes in practically all 
Britiah colonies and dominions. And 
now the Chinese tea export bu- 
siness has dwindled down to mine 
ute proportions.

Century is not what it was in the 
10th and 10th centurles.

On receiving n reply in the 
aMrmative, It was alleged that the 
appetinnt Immediately dropped what 
he was currylng and ran away, fol- 
lowed by the coolic, who had also 
dumped bls burden, The articles, on 
being taken to West Point police 
rtatlon, were found to contain the 06 
bottles of Chinese wine, 


Mr. F. H. Loseby, representing the

The level of the flood waters Is 
sald to be high at Kalfeng, where the 
Jupnnese huve closed all city gates 
and have barricaded holes‘in the city 
walls with sandbags in an effort to 
Lsave the Inner city from sharing the 
fate of tts suburbs. 


At most places, however, the flood 
waters are stuted to be only four 
feet high, so that Japanese casualties 
duc to the floods are not believed 
to be large. 

Japanese artillery and mechanised 
units, however, have been rendered 
absolutely — useless. Many: field 
pleces, tanks and lorries are lying 
below the surface of the water. 

Closure of the breaks Jn the dykes 
Is belleved to ‘be {Impossible for 
revernl months at Icart, because 
nothing can be done until the flood 
waters raging down the river from 
the mountains of Tibet become morc 
subbducd. 


(May Find Natural Course 


On the other hand,. many observers 
express the opinion that the present 
floods may solve China's centuries- 
old problem by allowing the Yellow 
River to find a natural course to the 
sea, The present course, which 
forees the river to flow into the Gulf 
of Chih, has been urtifielally main- 
tained along almost its entire length 
below Chengchow, the river being 
maintained with its bed of sand many 
feet higher than the surrounding 
terrain and the citica through which 
it passes, For instance, at Tsinan the 
bed of the river 1s about 20 feet above 
the clty, 

Cities along the river are fortunate- 
ly comparatively deserted as a result 
of the war, and this state of affairs 


affords an excellent chance for the | 


river to find a natural course without 
causing a terrible death roll. If the 
river pleks up its old course, along 
which it flowed to the sea prior to 
1862, Its outlet will be In the vicinity 
of Halchaw, 300 miles south of the 
present mouth, [f It flows Into the 
Kwat River, as seems indicated at 
present, the mouth will be over 600 
miles south of the present route ta the 
sen Reuter, 


Of Major 


Dimensions 


Hankow, June 15, 

‘The floods In Honan have now 
reached gigantic dimensions ond a 
major catastrophe scems almost In- 
evitable. 

Waters from China's Sorrow—the 
vast Yellow River—have now reach- 
ed Yenling, east of the Peiplng-Han- 
kow Railway, some 20 miles north- 
cast of Hsuchang, which means that 
the wall of muddy, red water has, 
advanced almost 60 miles. 

The Japanese troops in the ncigh- 
bourhood of flooded Kaifeng, Honan's 
stricken capital of 300,000 people, are 
retreating in an casterly direction, 
abandoning equipment as they flee. 

Chinese military circles point out 
that the floods have completely 
modified the strategic situation in the 
north, since the Japanese have been 
compelled provisionally to abandon 
their advance across the plains of 
Honan, 

The Chinese announced a fortnight 
ago that they would offer no resls- 
tance to the Japanese advance across 
these plains, which so particwwarly 
sulted the — Jupancse mechanised 
urmy. But a new and greater foc 
has arisen to end the Japanese 
pluns for a swift march southwards 
on Hankow.—Trans-Ocean.

Shanghai, June 16. 

‘The Japanese forces hive com- 
pletely interrupted their — military 
operations in Shantung and Honan to 
fight, in co-operation with the Chin- 
ese, against the great flood menace 
that ls threatening both sides in the 
Sino-Japanese war, 

In this strange fushlon, a tempor- 
ary truce has come fhto effect in the 
devastated areas, Chinese and 
Japanese soldiers working side-by- 
side in the tremendous task of trying 
to stem the flow of billions of gallons 
of red-brown water across the plains 
of Honan. 

Since tt is impossible to repair the 
broken dykes, endeavours ore being 
made to control the floods by erecting 
new dykes tiniles away from the 
river bed, ond constructing deep 
cunals to divert the fow into the old 
channel. 

In this work everyone is being 
pressed into service. Chinese and 
Japanese soldiers have abandoned 
the sword for the spade. Forelgn 
missionaries have abandoned the 
bible for the hoc, and thousands of 
Chinese peasanta have been con- 
scripted to ald in the giguntlc task 
confronting them. - 


In Desperate Straits 


Kaifeng, whose population of 300,- 
v0 was reduced to 80,000 when re- 
fugees streamed out of the city at the 
appronch of the Japanese, is 
desperate straits. 

Between the provincial enpital and 
fotal inundation pre dne walls and 
gutes of the city! Cracks caused by 
the Japanese artillery bombardment 
of last month have been repaired 
with sand bigs, and a constant watch 
Is being malntained day and night 
against secpage. 


Thousands Marooned 


Thousands of Chinese peasants are 
marooned on the. permanent way of 
the Lunghai Railway, and are sur- 
rounded on all sides by water, Many 
parts of the railway: line are already 
buried deep. 

The Japanese are using hundreds 
of floats and rafts in an effort to 
rescue the drowning people in the 
inundated areas, 

Around the city of Chungmow, 
which once had a population of 
several thousand, !s a lake of water 
many square miles in extent, cover- 
ing the earth to a depth of 12 feet. 
Corpses of hundreds of farmers’ 
families trapped in the district are 
floating on ‘the surface.—Trans-

CENSORSHIP? 


From time to time in the past 
erlticism has been levelled 
against Hongkong’s cinema cen- 
sors for one thing and another. 
But never before, so far as the 
public is aware, has there been 
an instance of such apparently 
unreasonable prevention of the 
showing of a picture in this 
Colony as in the recent case of 
the March of Time’s “Inside 
Nazi Germany.” The banning 
of this educational film is all 
the more remarkable in that 
after its first view by the cen- 
sors it was passed without 
question, What appears to have 
heppened is that, for some rea- 
gon still obscure, the German 
Consulate-General was c nsulted 
as to its reactions concerning 
the picture, and was given an 
opportunity to view the film. 
it was as a result of the German 
Consulate-General’s request that 
the Chief Censor, the Hon. Mr. 
King, Commissioner of Police, 
irs-tructed the two theatres con- 
cerned to show the film without 
the accompanying comment—in 
other words, as a silent picture, 
yithout captions or explana- 
tions. Why was this? Because 
the German Consulate-General 
considered’ the comment offen- 
sive? That must be the pre- 
sumption. And yet the picture 
wag shown in England and was 
banned in the United States 
because it was pro-Nazi! It is 
highly improbable, moreover, 
that the March of Time would 
have been. given facilities for 
filming anything in Germany 
which could be construed as de- 
grading or in any other way 
offensive. There can surely be 
nothing in auch a film to hide. 
tt is therefore beyond compre- 


thension why it should not have 


been shown at least without the 
running comment supplied.. But 
the Censors said no. They did 
allow it to show. for one per- 
formance at’ the Queen's 
Theatre, and all day at the Al- 
hambra. This diserepancy,: also, 
is not explained. The treat- 
ment of the whole matter in- 
dicates 
and unrensonableness. It is al 
too seldom: that cinema pro- 
grammes in Hongkong contain 
anything of really topical _in- 
terest and to deprive the public 

intimate, and . surely 
authorised glimpse of what: is 
going. on in that remarkable 
country, Germany, whose 
policics and practices are bound 
to have o tremendous influence 
upon the future of affairs of 
Europe, is senseless. 


a lamentable contact acceptable a pastime had cycling 


URING the next two, 
months the’ -road- 
using population of 

the British Isles may be 
expected to increase at the 
approximate average rate 
of sixty thousand weekly. 

By the ond of June there will 
be, at a conservative estimate, 
some half million people who 
will be tasting the ireedom of 
the roads for the first time. 
Divided and classified, they will 
swell the ranks of cyclists to 
certainly not iess than ten and 
a half millions and of motorists 
to over 1,800,000. 

Look in both groups for a 
common denominator and you 
may be exercised to find one; 
probably it will Se only the tyres 
they ride. But study that single 
factor and you will get some in- 
teresting results. 

It would not seem untrue to 
say that the invention of the 
pneumatic tyre, which this year 
celebrates its jubilee, brought 
into existence an entirely new 
form of social organisation. Yet, 
in fact, the principle of the 
modern tyre had been evolved, 
not in 1888, but 48 years earlier. 
The misfortune of the first in- 
ventor, a Scotsman named Thom- 
son, was that he had the right 
idca at the wrong moment; 
Dunlop's luck that he introduced 
it (not knowing of, the pre- 
invention) when the world was 
waiting for it. 

The Victorian industrial ex- 
pansion, with its call for the 
maximum: transport mobility; 
the growth of interest in coun- 
try travel, in itself a product 
of (though at the same time a 
reaction from)  industrialism; 
and the development of the first 
of the new road vehicles, the 
bicycle—these were the condi- 
tions, almost. more than the 
man, which produced the modern 
tyre; which make 1888 so im- 
portant a milestone in the history 
of daily affairs. 


*« 


THE first result of the 
invention was to lift 
up cycling from the realm of 
an interesting but arduous pas- 
time to that of a national neces- 
sity; its second, and easily the 
more significant, was to whip up 
life to a tempo which has ever 
since gained pace. 

There is historical irony in 
the fact that whereas the in- 
ventor’s sole intention was to 
utilise increased resilience to 
give the world a greater degree 
of comfort, the world’s imme- 
diate reaction was to use it for 
speed. 

On race track and rond the 
new tyre swept the old aside. 

Speed. . . the world loved it, 
went crazy for it. Of all the 
fantastic industrial and financial 
booms, few have paralleled that 
which attended the cycling craze 
in the nineties. . 

In a year the membership of 
the Cyclists’ Touring Club 
swung up from 16,000 to 34,- 
000; in five years to 60,000. 


* 

MORE subtle in another 
effect, the application 
of the new tyre, with its enor- 
mous facilitation of the exercise 
of cycling, closed an era for 
English women. On_ bicycles 
they rode through the gate to 

emancipation. - : 

In 1887, a year before the in- 
vention of the pneumatic, when 
Albone, a famous bicycle maker 
of the period, designed a machine 
for women, he could only’ get 
a model to pose on it for illustra- 
tion by promising that her fea- 
tures would be completely altered 
in reproduction, so that her 
reputation might be saved, 

‘By 1897, so easy, gentle and 


become that more than a quarter 
of its practitioners were women. 
They cycled in the parks,, at- 
tended fashionable schools to 
learn the proper cycling style. 
And when they cycled out of 
the parks they entered a new 
age. It is not untrue to say 
that. Victorianism died when the 
modern tyre was born.

POUNDING 
LOYALIST 
RETREAT 


Relentless Advance 
By Insurgents 
Continues 


Hendaye, June 15, 
Three Insurgent warships 
slowly cruising a few hundred 
yards off the shore shelled re- 
treating Loyalist troops at 
almost point-blank range on the 
highway south of Castellon to- 
day. 
The Insurgents are now only 18 
miles from Sugunto, strategic Inc in 
Loyalist communications between 
Valencin and Madrid.

U.S. Investigations Near

1,300 Tins Destroyed 
In Junk Blaze 


On enquiries being made at 
the Asiatic Petroleum Company 
to-day, it was learned that there 
were 1,300 tins of aviation 
spirit, destined for Hankow, 
aboard the junk which blew up 
at the company’s installation 
wharf at North Point last night. 

The oMcial said, “The spirit was 
to have been loaded on to the train 
for Canton to-day and thence would 
have been sent by rail to Hankow. 


“It was purely a commercial ship- 
ment and would have been delivered 
fo the company's premises at Han- 

ow.’ 


He sald that company officials 
were still investigating the cause of 
the explosion, which so far remained 
a mystery. 

“} have no reason to doubt that it 
was a normal accident. In the 
twenty years I have been in the oll 
business there have been many of 
them,” he said, 

At present, he said, the company 
hhad no information as to whettier 
there were a series of explosions or 
just one explosion. He revealed that 
there were cight people aboard the 
junk at the time it blew up. 

The company regretted that one 
person had been killed and others 
Injured {n the explosion. :

The Crown's cnsc wns that the 
uppeHtant appronched an Indinn police 
constable, B443, who was on duty in 
Centre Street, West Paint, about £.05 
p.m. on April 11, The appellant ‘was 
carrying @ blanket and a basket, and 
wan followed by a coolle who was 
carrylng two sacks. As he reached 
the Indian, the appellant spoke to 
him and asked if he was on duty 
there, On receiving 2 reply in the 
affirmative, {t was alleged that the 
appellant immediately dropped what 
he was carrying and ran away, fol- 
lowed by the coolie, who had also 
dumped hls burden.

Closure of the breaks in the dykes 
is believed to be impossible for 
severnl months at Icnst, because 
nothing can be dane until the flood 
waters raging down the river from 
the mountains of Tibet become more 
subbducd.

The Japanese forces hive com- 
pletely Interrupted — their military

In this strange fashion, a tempor- 
ary truce has come into effect in the 
devastated areas, Chinese and 
Japanese soldiers working side-by- 
side in the tremendous task of trying 
to stem the flaw of billlons of gallons 
of red-brown water across the plains 
of Honan.

WHAT SENSE IN 
CENSORSHIP? 

From time to time in the past 
criticigzm has been levelled 
against Hongkong’s cinema cen- 
sors for one thing and another. 
But never before, so far as the 
public is aware, has there been 
an instance of such apparently 
unreasonable prevention of the 
showing of a picture in this 
Colony as in the recent case of 
the March of Time's “Inside 
Nazi Germany.”

Look in both groups for a 
common .denominator and you 
may be exercised to find one; 
probably it will be only the tyres 
they ride, But study that single 
factor and you will get some in- 
teresting results. . 

It would not seem untrue to 
say that the invention of the 
pneumatic tyre, which this year 
celebrates its jubilee, brought 
into existence an entirely new 
form of social organisation. , Yet, 
in fact, the principle of the 
modern tyre had been evolved, 
not in 1888, but 43 years ¢arlier.. 
Tho misfortune of the first in- 
ventor, a Scotsman named Thom- 
son, was that he had the right 
iden at the wrong moment; 
Dunlop’s luck that he introduced 
it (not knowing of the pre- 
invention) when the world was 
whiting for it. : 

The Victorian industrial ex- 
pansion, with its call for the 
maximum transport mobility; 
the growth of interest in coun- 
try travel, in itself a product 
of (though at the same time a 
reaction from)  industrialism; 
and the development of the first 
of the new road vehicles, the 
bicycle—these were the condi- 
tions, almost more than the 
man, which produced the modern 
tyre; which make 1888 so im- 
portant a milestone in the history 
of daily affairs. 


* 


PRE first result of the 
invention was to lift 
up cycling from the realm of 
an interesting but arduous pas- 
time to that of a national neces- 
sity; its second, and easily the 
more significant, was to whip up 
life to a tempo. which has ever 
since gained pace. 

There is histori¢al irony in 
the fact that whereas the in- 
ventor’s sole intention was to 
utilise increased resilience to 
give the world a greater degree 
of comfort, the world’s imme- 
diate reaction was to use it for 
specd. 

On race track and road the 
new tyre swept the old aside. 

Speed . . . the world loved it, 
went crazy for it. Of all the 
fantastic industrial ‘and financial 
booms, few have paralleled that 
which attended the cycling craze 
in the nincties. 

In a year the membership of 
the Cyclists’ Touring Club 
swung up from 16,000 to 34,- 
000; in five years to 60,000.

ORE subtle in another 
effect, the application 
of the new tyre, with its enor- 
mous facilitation of the exercise 
of cycling, closed an era for 
English women. On bicycles 
they rode through the gate to 
emancipation. 

In 1887, a year before the in- 
vention of the pneumatic, when 
Albone, a famous bicycle maker 
of the period, designed 2 machine 
for women, he could only get 
a model to pose on it for illustra- 
tion by promising that. her fea- 
tures would be completely altered 
in reproduction, so that her. 
reputation might be saved.

LOYALIST 
RETREAT 


Relentless Advance 
By Insurgents 
Continues 


Hendaye, June 15. 

Three Insurgent — warships 
slowly cruising a few hundred 
yards off the shore shelled re- 
treating Loyalist troops at 
almost point-blank range on the 
highway south of Castellon to- 
day. 


The Insurgents arc now only 18 
miles from Sagunto, strategic link in 
Loyalist communications between 
Valencia and Madrid. 

Three Insurgent air raids were 
carried out on Valencia to-day and 
there were numerous casualtics. 

Insurgent troops crossing the Rio 
de Mijares on pontoons which were 
ferried across the river under wither- 
ing Loyalist fire firmly established 
themselves on the, southern banks of 
the river, and have now captured 
Villareal, Almozora and Alcora. They 
report that a “Lost Battalion” of 
Loyntists has started to cross the last 
unobstructed passes on a final re- 
treat to sanctuary in France.—United 
Press.

MIAJSA RALLIES ARMY 
Hendayc, June 15. 

Gencral Minja, the Loyalist Icader, 
is massing’80,000 troops south of 
Castellon In an effort to break the 
Insurgent offensive on Valencia, 

Reports from the front indicate that 
the Insurgents have been temporarily 
Mhalted a few miles south of Castellon. 

It ts belleved that Castellon Itself 
is not yet entirely conquered. Broken 
bridges across the Rio de Mijarcs, 
wrecked by the Loyalists after they 
retreated across the river, are serious- 
ly impeding Insurgent operations.— 
United Press. 

NEARING SAGUNTO 
Salamanca, June 15. 

The Fourth Brigade of the Insur- 
gent army Is stated to have reached 
to-day a point 20 miles distant from 
Sogunto ond 35 miles from Valencia. 

By the capture to-day of Villareal, 
five miles from Castellon, the 
Loyalists still holding out in the 
environs of the latter city, estimated 
at 5,000 troops, have been deprived 
of any possibility of retrent, and their 
early surrender is expected. 

Castellon itself {s reported to have 
suffered little damage, since the In- 
surgents abstained from using artil- 
lery in storming the city.—Trans-

WOMEN IN

SPY DRAMA 


U.S. Investigations Near 
Completion 


New York, June 15. 
It is revealed that a second 
woman has been placed in pro- 
tective custody for a fortnight 
in connection with the United 
States’ spy investigations. 


The woman, whom — the 
Federal authorities regard as 
their most important material 
witness, has been living in a 
hotel adjoining one of the big 
Long Island acrodromes.

Itnowledge of the public. 


The authorities have now renewed 
their Interest in the suicide last 
February of a former high German 
army officer, Otto Battenschlag, who 
was found dead on a beach, shot in 
the head and heart, with two pistols 
in his hands, 

According to the New York Post 
the woman now in custody sent back 
Battenschlag’s body to his home in 
Stuttgart, 

The Federal Grand Jury is expect- 
ed to conclude its investigation of 
alleged esplonage activitics in the 
United States within the next few 
days. Thirty-nine witnesses have 
already been questioned, and it is 
reported that 22 indictments may be 
returned.— Reuter.

FOR HANKOW 


1,300 Tins Destroyed 
In Junk Blaze 


On enquiries being made at 
the Asiatic Petroleum Company 
to-day, it was learned that there 
were 1,300 tins of aviation 
spirit, destined for Hankew, 
aboard the junk which blew up 
at the company’s installation 
wharf at North Point last night. 

The official satd, “The spirit wos 
to have been loaded on to the train 
for Canton to-day and thence would 
have been sent by rail to Hankow. 


“It was purely a comnierclul ship- 
ment and would have been delivered 
to the company’s premises at Han- 
kow." 


He said that company officials 
were still investigating the cause of 
the explosion, which so ‘ar remained 
a mystery, 

“T have no reason to doubt that it 
was a normal. accident. In the 
twenty years I have been In the oll 
business there have been many of 
them,” he sald. 

At present, he sald, the company 
had no information as to whether 
there were a series of explosions or 
just one explosion. He revealed that 
there were eight people aboard the 
junk at the time it blew up. 

The company regretted that one 
person had been killed and others 
injured in the explosion.

A party of moonlight bathers at 
Stanley last’ night’ was given uo 
tremendous and unusual thrill, when 
two huge sea turtles invaded the 
shore, One, estimated to welgh 
ubout 400 pounds, was killed, while 
the other; much smaller, weighing 
about 250 pounds, was captured. 

A party of Stanley gaol warders 
and their wives, who were enjoying 
themselves at Tweed Bay, noticed the 
first turtle, which lumbered on to 
the beach Just’ after | midnight. 
Warder Hill, Principal Warder Jil- 
lott and Principal Warden . Plumb 
immediately sct' out to effect n cap 
ture, but they found it necessary to 
hit the turtle on the head, and it 
died. . 

Shortly afterwards another turtle 
was seen on the beach. This time a 
hammock net was thrown over It and 
then it was secured. with rope and 
taken into captivity. Gnol warders 
volunteered to keep watch over the 
captive, and it was olive and well 
thls-:morning, : 

Turtles are not uncommon around 
the beaches of Hongkong, and it Js 
understood they invade the foreshore 
at Stanley every year, though the 
ones caught last-night were as.big as 
any seen In that part of the Colony.

Applicants for such certificates 
must forward applications, together 
with photographs and forms filled in 
by quarontors. Having obtained 2 
certificate the holder may apptoach 
the Japanese Consulate General for 
a visa, which is necessary before
